| | Library Adds New Dimension to Campus Skyline| §

Next to the psychology 
building there stands a steel 
structure where a parking lot 
once existed. At this point that 
is all those steel beams represent. 
Eventually, the building will go 
from being a nuisance to being a 
modern, efficient library. 

Construction began on July 24, 
1972 and is due to be finished 
on July 14, 1974. There will be 
six floors in the library, five 
student oriented, and one for 
staff. According to Gordon 
Martin, University Librarian, the 
40 library staff members, along 
with technical services, will 
occupy the sixth floor. 

Entry to the building will be on 
the second story, which is % 
story above ground level. The 
reserve book room wiil be to the 
right of the entry. Plans are 
being made to keep this room 
and a study room open 24 hours 
a day. 

To the left of the entry will be 
a lobby and a lounge with 
periodicals, music, television, 
bibliographical materials, and 
exhibits. 


The library is being constructed 
according to a study made by 
Dr. Somer of the psychology 
department at UC Davis. His 
study, the only one of its kind, 
viewed student behavior on five 
different campuses. He 
determined that 10-foot tables 
with six chairs are not conducive 
to study 

Consequently, the study areas 
in the new building are in 
diversified ‘‘mixes.”’ Eighty per 
cent of the seats will be study 
booths. Martin described the 
present seating arrangement as a 
“built-in distraction.” 

Another aspect of the new 
library is the addition of group 
study rooms. Small rooms for 
one to four students will occupy 
each floor. These rooms will be 
equipped with chalkboards and 
audio visual materials. A larger 
room for up to 20 students will 
be on each floor also. One class 
size room is being planned as 
well. 

Unlike the old library the new 
one is going to have rooms for 
typing hopefully equipped with 
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adding machines and calculators 
also. 

Martin, who completed the 
plans for the library in 1968, 
also spoke about the map room 
and music listening room in the 
new structure. The latter will 
have 4,000 cassette recordings 
and 16 listening stations. Martin 
sees study cubicles with 
earphones and video equipment 
in the future. Although this 
electronic equipment will not be 
put in for a while, the wiring is 
there for its future installation: 

An escalator is planned for 
access from the second to the 
third floor. According the the 
campus transportation 
consultant the escalator is the 
mest effective way to move large 
numbers of people. Although 
there will only be one in the 
beginning, more are planned for 
the future. 

The third fioor wiil be 
Education and Psychology, the 
fourth, Social Science and 
Business Administration, and the 
fifth, Humanities. The listening 
facilities will also be on the fifth 
floor.

HORNET BOOKS

James Bond is a powerful man, both in 
personality and in the office he holds. 
Unfortunately for CSUS, he wants to extend his 
power to such an extent that it would all but 
destroy academic freedom and any chance of a 
higher education for a good many people. 

Bond masks his proposals in a facade of 
seemingly liberal ideas. He talks about making the 
rich pay their fair share of education costs, of 
extending financial aid to more students. He 
thinks we should be bringing in new blood and 
new ideas and that we should have excellence in 
education 

This sounds just fine and dandy until you look 
closely at just what he wants, and the effects his 
proposals will have. 

Ajl his talk about graduated tuition and 
extending financial aid tu middle class students is 
just eyewash. The tuition plan which he 1s in favor 
of, although it may not hurt those on EOP, would 
wreak havoc on those students who are paying 
their way through college. 

He has a tendency and a very bad one to equate 
human needs with purely economic terms. This 1s 
the same rationale that has been used for years to 
ignore the needs of people. The huge public outcry 
against higher education, which he continuously 
talks of, just doesn’t exist. The people of this state 
have always placed a high priority on education, 
and they still do 

But even more shocking than his tuition proposal 
are his ideas on tenure and merit evaluations. 

What he wants to put into effect are proposals 
that would allow politics to permeate almost all 
aspects of the teaching process 

There is no way to conduct the sophisticated 
kinds of evaluations, where academic freedom and 
the teaching ability of the professor are taken into 
account, and he knows this too. What it will lead 
to is a faculty of conformists, not educators. 
Although such a faculty would be easy for a 
president to deal with, it would not be nearly as 
good for students to deal with 

James Bond must be treated as a dangerous man, 
for he is indeed a danger to our university. We 
must not allow his rhetoric to stand in the way of 
a determined opposition to any attacks he would 
make upon our rights to higher education

Ruben Reyes, president of the 
Cannery Workers Committee (4 
coalition of 10 Northern 
California Chicano workers 
organizations), will speak of 
‘“‘Cannery Workers and Their 
Problems in California,” 
Thursday at 7:30 p.m. in Speech

Mr. Reyes was a foreman with 
the Libby, McNeill and Libby 
cannery until October 1972 
when he was fired for allegedly 
failing to report to work without 
notifying the company. His 
dismissal came 10 months after 
the Cannery Workers Committee 
included the cannery in a suit 
charging discriminatory 
employment practices. 

Also named in the suit, for 
allegedly failing to act on the 
discrimination complaints of 
minority employees, are Locals 
857 and 228 of the Northern 
California Warehousemens’ 
Union.

[wo springs ago, Ralph Nader 
urged siudents on this campus to 
assess themselves a couple of 
dollars per semester each to 
carry on his fight tor consumer 
protection 

It's taken two years and a kick 
in the pants by a squadron of 50 
Nader's Raiders, but UC Davis 
students are finally organizing 
PIRG in the Sacramento-Davis 
area 

“PIRG?” you ask. “Something 
to do with People’s 
Revolutionary Government? 

Hardly. The initials stand for 
Public Interest Research Grouy 
a student-oriented action 
package put together by Nader 

According to one of the dozen 
or so hard-core Naderites who 
attended last Saturday's 
Organizational meeting, the 
effectiveness of the PIRG will 
depend on a combination of 
student volunteers and 
professionals 

The research and lobbying 
Organization, as proposed, will 
utilize a staff of professional 
lawyers, researchers and 
scientists to direct, advise, and 
provide continuity to student 
volunteers. 

Necessarily, the first step will 
be finding a source of long-term 
funding, so that the group can 
pay the professionals and a few 
other people, like Ma Bell. 

That’s where student fees come 
in. Nader’s proposal, successful 
in 21 other PIRGs nationwide, is 
that arrangements be made for 
each student to pay one or two 
doliars extra at registration time, 
with the extra money earmarked 
for the PIRG fund. 

Any student who did not wish 
to contribute, assured the 
Northern California Group 
representatives, would receive 
his or her money back within 
three weeks of registration 

In Oregon, student funds were 
used by student researchers to 
document pollution of the 
Willamette River and by 
professional PIRG lawyers to 
remedy the situation in court 
A new consumer-oriented 
group in San Diego is working 
with the District Attorney to 
uncover fraudulent aulo repair 
operators and compare grocery 


prices in the San Diego region 
Student funds in Minnesota 
helped connect childrens’ deaths 
to the lead-based paint that 
peeled off the wal ot old 
buildings. Their findings led to 
massive education and 


exXamination program iT many 


Before the researching car 
begin even before the 
fund-raising starts, students 
interested in forming a PIRG 
must convince the powers that 
be to allow them to assess the 
student body that extra dollar 
Nader's thought of that, to 
Last Monday, UCD students 
kicked off a petition drive with 
two objectives informing 
students about the PIRG and 
gathering the signatures of those 
willing to pay an extra dollar per 
quarter -- hopefully, a majority 
of the student body, about 
8,000 people 
Backed up by sclicited faculty 
support, the Public Interest 
Research Group intends to take 
the petitions to th 
administration. They will try to 
work their proposal into the 
registration process 
Similar petition drives are 
planned for CSUS, American 
River, and other area colleges, 
but their drives will take a little 
longer to materialize 
Representatives for these 
colleges met for the first time 
Saturday at Davis. 

While a spearate petition drive 
is obviously necessary on each 
campus, Northern California 
PIRG organizers are still 
wondering whether to start 
several PIRG groups or one large 
area-wide group. 

The next PIRG event will be 
the appearance of Sandy 
DeMont, who assisted one of 
Nader’s collaboraters in writing 
“*Action for a Change,” a 
blueprint for organizing citizen 
groups. 

Ms. DeMont will speak 
tOmorrow at noon in the 
Memorial Union Building at 
UCD, in the Mee Room

Students travel to toreign 
countries to study, work, or seek 
unusual adventures during the 
summer break. About 500 CSUS 
students were know to have 
visited foreign lands last 
summer, and a 10-to-15 percent 
increase is anticipated by local 
travel agencies in }973. 


A spokeswoman for another 
local air travel agency said that 
most people, especially students, 
prefer the 22-45 day plan. Under 
that plan, a person must stay a 
minimum of 22 days and has a 
maximum of 45 days in which 
to book a return flight. 


Today the cost per person for a 
roundtrip flight to London, 
Paris, Madrid, or Rome is $447, 
$458, $458, and $521, 
respectively. The rate to Tokyo 
is $709, but that's for the 14-21 
day plan. However, come April 
1, new rates will go into effect 
based upon the dollar 
devaluation, and no one at local 
air travel agencies would 
speculate on the new rates. 


For students who must work, 
the brightest spot in the whole 
devaluation scheme is the wages 
they carn will be more in line 
with the actual value of U.S 


currency, thereby easing the 
dollar drain from their parents 


and the U.S. economy 


J. Anderson, recently retired 
State worker, says, “We have 
been looking forward to visiting 
London upon my retirement, 
but the cost is more than we 
planned. We will probably go, 
though.” 


A mother of seven children 
residing in Norht Sacramento 
was asked what the devalued 
dollar meant to her? She said, 
‘““What’s that?”’ After an 
explanation she replied, “They 
can’t devalue what I ain't got!” 
When asked if she would travel 
abroad this year, she declared, “‘I 
don’t have enough money to 
visit my sister in Denver! 
Besides, | don’t know nobody 
over there!”’ 


Last year American tourists 
spent about $3 billion more 
abroad than was spent in the 
U.S. by foreign visitors, 
according to a pamphlet 
published by the U.S. Travel 
Service. With the secend dollar 
devaluation, they fully expect to 
produce a surplus from foreign 
tourist spending in the U.S. 


.Once over there, Americans can 
expect to pay about 75 percent 
of what they pay for food here; 
about $14 for a decent room 
with toilet facilities; about the 
same as they pay for 
entertainment in the U.S. and 
about 20 percent less than they 
pay for transportation here.

Someone once said hell was the 
soul of a poet in the body of a 
coackroach, but the play/opera 
“Archy & Mehitabel,” currently 
showing in the CSUS 
Playwright’s Theatre, gives some

Rodney Cornelius is the 
narrator who keeps the details 
tied together His 
slightly-knitted brow and 
thoughtful pipe-smoking are part 
of the reporter’s image he plays, 
a la 1940's newspaper movie 
style 

He listens to the woes of Jessie 
Valero’s convincing Archy. 
Jessie is pathetic without being 
ridiculous and is often charming 

His poetic understands 
humans: “Boss, humans think 
they're important, but to a 
mosquito, they're just something 
to eat.’” Jessie have 
understood Archy, too, because 
he played him with appreciable 
understatement

Schleicher really does it up

Clearly, the most outstanding 
performance of the entire play is 
by Ed Barnes, who plays Horace, 
the theatre cat. His rotund figure 
adorned in tails, cape, and top 
hat, Ed delightfully details his 
theatrical life in a mech, clear, 
volumnous voice 

Crying for the present day cat 
actors who “haven't got it 
here!’" (placing a_ paw 
dramatically over his heart), he 
tells of playing a blood hound, 
as well as Jefferson’s beard 
After theatrically fainting from 
exhaustion at the end of his tale, 


the clever Barnes quipped, 
during a great deal of 
spontaneous applause, “For 


pity’s sake, more applause.” The 
audience loved him 
Not only does Archy relate his 


tales via typewriter, but he is 
able to show film clips of 
Mehitabel’s screen tests with 
Horace. The films are really 


quite clever, as Mehitabel spoofs 
Lillian Gish and Cleopatra (who 
she believes she once was). Even 
the much-used pie fight scene is 
funny 

Distinctive portrayals of each 
actor are more than enough to 
make you forget the 
occasionally slow spots in the 
play. The clever set, mgged to 
look like the 
typewriter, complete with huge 
moveable keys, was designed by 
Bonnie Burns.
